


n gets final OK on $300 million project

Fbllowing more than a year of 
negotiations, Van Buren 
Township officials have 
approved plans for the largest 
and most substantial commercial 
investment ever within their 
community. 

With final approval last week 
from township planners, \^steon 
Corp. can now proceed with 
plans to build the $300 million 
Visteon Village global headquar¬ 
ters on a swath of land stretching 
from 1-275 east to Haiman Road, 
and from Ecorse Road south to 
lyierRoacL 

Visteon, a Tier I .automotive 
supplier currently headquar¬ 
tered in Dearborn, is already 
preparing the site for construc- 
tioa Plans include the moving of 
about 3,500 employees to the new 
company headquarters during 
the second half of2004 

“WeVe got some old, old busi¬ 
ness on the agenda,” said Carol 
Thompson, planning commission 
director, prior to a brief presenta¬ 
tion by Visteon last week. 

■\^steon representatives and 
township planners had been 
meeting since March 2002, n^o- 
tiating their respective visions 
for the development, including 
design features, and zoning and 
tax concerns. 

“I figured we spent at least 27 
hours in this room (on the 


Visteon project) since October 
2001,” said Bryce Kelley, Van 
Buren Township director of plan¬ 
ning. 

“It’s certainly been quite a 
ride,” said Pat Doher, vice presi¬ 
dent of the SmithGroup in Ann 
Arbor, the firm hired by Visteon 
to develop plans for the project 

Doher complimented town¬ 
ship planners on their expertise 
and integrity, recognizing Kelley 
in particular “His first thought is 
the community and I know that 
Visteon has that same philoso¬ 
phy,” he said. 

Absent from the approved 
plan are a pair of buildings that 
eventually could be part of the 
village and about 2,500 parking 
spaces. Commission members 
will review final engineering 
plans separately. 

The cluster of buildings com¬ 
prising the village will sit on the 
north side of a 37-acre lake on 
the site. Running through those 
buildings will be a Main Street 
that includes amenities for 
employees and the general pub¬ 
lic such as coffee shops, restau¬ 
rants, a credit union, pharmacy, 
dry cleaners and other stores. 

“It’s an urban landscape with 
a village image,” said Jim Luckey, 
architect for the project from the 
SmithGroup. “We wanted a vil¬ 
lage feel with pedestrian areas.” 

To capture that feel, Luckey 
and his fellow designers added 
pitched roofs, chimneys, dorm¬

ers, bay windows and terraces to 
buildings throughout the devel¬ 
opment 

The largest building in the vil¬ 
lage will be similar to a city hall 
with a large lobby, cafeteria, 
administrative offices, training 
and a Visteon presentation area 
to highlight the latest Visteon 
projects. 

Visteon has yet to receive 
approval for bicycle racks, 
benches, signage and other ele¬ 


ments along Main Street 

“This project accomplished 
what we set out for our technolo¬ 
gy district and I hope that other 
companies follow suit,” 
Thompson said. 

Kelley said at the March 4 
hearing that the arrival of 
Visteon in the township reminds 
him of the impact that Ford 
Motor Co. had on Dearborn 
“We don’t have a Henry Ford 
living here but we have close to 


the same impact in direct dollars 
to the township,” Kelley said. 
“Plus, there are so many indirect 
benefits to the township. This is 
the kind of community image we 
were striving for” 

Luckey noted that Visteon 
Village is currently one of the 
largest construction projects in 
the country. 

“I really believe this is a 
unique example of architecture 
in the United States,” he said.

Official’s painting to hang in Beruit

With the United States on the 
brink of war with Iraq, thoughts 
of war surround us all. 

For Romulus Mayor pro tern 
Randolph Gear, those thoughts 
are colored by memories of the 
bombing of the U.S. Embassy in 
Beirut in 1984 

It affected him so strongly that 
he expressed his thoughts about 
the bombing by producing a 
painting. 

Now, after a chance meeting 
with a U.S. Army general this 
month, that painting will be on 
permanent display at the new 
U.S. Embassy building in Beimt 

Gear had the opportunity to 
meet with retired three-star U.S. 
Army General Charles E. 
Williams while he was in 
Washington, D.C., for the armual 
National League of Cities 
Conference, which he attends 
every year. At this conference. 


local elected officials come from 
around the United States to dis¬ 
cuss issues that pertain to all 
communities. 

“We also share information 
with each other,” Gear said. 

Gear was able to meet 
Williams because his niece, 
Joyce Henderson, works for the 
State DepartmenL and Gear was 
visiting her She introduced Gear 
to Williams. 

Williams is director of over¬ 
seas building operations and his 
office is housed in the U.S. 
Department of State building 

During his visit Williams and 
Gear discussed several issues 
from local to world affairs, 
including the City of Romulus. 

“We also talked about the new 
United States Embassy that is 
currently being constructed in 
Beirut Lebanon,” Gear said. 

As many may recall, in 1984, 
the Beirut embassy was bombed

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Township speed controls approved by senate

Legislation that would allow townships a voice in 
speed limits came closer to approval last week when 
members of the Michigan State Senate unanimously 
approved a modified version of the bill. 

Senate Bill 123 was approved 37-0 on March 12, and 
sent to the House Transportation Committee. Sponsored 
by Sate Sen. Bruce Patterson (R-Canton), it amends the 
process by which speed limits are set in townships. 
Currently, they are set by the director of the Michigan 
State Police and a County Road Commission, Patterson 
said. The process now includes a vote of the township 
board of trustees, too. 

“I wanted to give my constituents the ability to share 
their knowledge and experience about the roads on 
which they drive,” Patterson said. 

The bill was modified slightly before it was approved. 
The original version said that an agreement of two of the 
three entities could make changes to speed limits. The 
version approved by the senate stipulates that the deci-

sion must be unanimous, however 

Senate members also added a caveat for Wayne 
County, which doesn’t have a road commission. Wayne 
County Executive Bob Ficano would appoint the county 
member of the speed limit board, according to The 
Michigan Votes web site. 

Patterson said he was encouraged by the bipartisan 
support the bill received both in the committee and on 
the house floor 

Last week, the house version of the bill HB 4133, went 
before the House Transportation Committee, where State 
Rep. Phil LaJoy (R-Canton) and Canton Supervisor Tom 
Yack testified in favor of it 

“Decisions should be made by the people directly 


affected,” LaJoy said. “This is an important first step in 
giving township officials greater authority in transporta¬ 
tion decisions.” 

Yack has long advocated for such a move. He said 
there are several roads within the township borders that 
could be revisited, as fai' as the speeds allowed on them. 
Roads in the western portion of the township still have 
the relatively high limits posted when there wasn’t too 
much development out there. Since development has 
spread westward, he said it made sense to look at the 
overall road safety, as well. 

He also said that township officials should be treated 
the same way as their city counterparts. Cities have com¬ 
plete jurisdiction over their roads, including their mainte¬ 
nance and upkeep, and can set their own speed hmits. 

“To limit township officials, staff and resident to the 
current practice is to treat them as second-class citizens,” 
Yack said. 

The bill was unanimously approved by the committee 
and sent to the house floor, according to LaJoy. 

“I don’t know if and when they’ll take it up,” Patterson 
said. 


Westland man arrested in Plymouth theft

Plymouth Township police 
officers have arrested a 20-year- 
old man and are seeking war¬ 
rants against another in connec¬ 
tion with a robbery last week at a 
township construction site. 

Police say it was the work of 
an observant neighbor that 
helped them to apprehend 
Westland resident Joshua Doully 
who has been arraigned for 
breaking and entering a con¬ 
struction trailer at Brookline and 


Joy roads around 3:30 am. March 
13. 

Doully has been charged with 
stealing $2,100 in tools, including 
three nail guns, a saw, a radio 
and an air compressor. 

“Our officers did a good job of 
swooping in, doing a little foot 
chase, but a helpful citizen is the 
one to be credited,” said Lt Bob 
Smith. 

Police responded to the scene 
after the resident called to report 
seeing two rpen in dark clothipg 
walking away from a Dodge 
Intrepid and into the subdivision 


with a pair of bolt cutters. 

When police officers arrived, 
they watched as a pair of men 
hid near the trailers before flee¬ 
ing on foot across Sheldon Road. 

• Police gave chase and appre¬ 
hended one of the men in a back¬ 
yard, reports said. 

The suspect told police that he 
was working with another man 
who owned the Intrepid, accord¬ 
ing to reports. Police found a pair 
of bolt cutters and a broken lock 
at the scene, where the door to 
trailer was hanging opea 

Police staked-out the Intrepid 


for an hour before impounding it, 
reports said. 

Smith said pohce have spoken 
with the second suspect but have 
not yet received a warrant for his 
arrest 

“He’s got an attorney and he’s 
not cooperating with us,” Smith 
said. 

The man called in to the 
police department concerned 
about his car, reports said. He 
told police he had just completed 
a sentence in Oakland County 
Jail for stealing and “did not 
want to get in trouble.”

While the dialogue may be 
ancient—the technology is brand 
new, and the blending of the two 
is bringing a whole new dimen¬ 
sion to Shakespeare’s The 
Tempest 

'There will be thunder, lighten¬ 
ing and audiences will experi¬ 
ence every aspect of a storm 
except the rain when the classic 
tale is presented at stage at 
Henry Fbrd Community College 
(HFCO next month. 

All thanks to technology. 

Most individuals today are 
familiar with the concept of 
Virtual Reality (VR) —^a comput¬ 
er-generated setting that seems 
to defy the laws of nature. This 
technology creates an environ¬ 
ment nearly indistinguishable 
from reality—all manufactured 
by a machine. 

Romulus resident George 
Popovich, director of theater arts 
at HFCC in Dearborn, is direct¬ 
ing a production of William 
Shakespeare’s The Tempest using 
Virtual Reality 3D stereoscopic 
at the school 

'The production will be shown 
nightly at 8 p.m. from April 2-26 
on Wednesdays through 
Saturdays in the Adray 
Auditorium on the HFCC cam¬ 
pus. 

Popovich, a native of 
Monterey, CA, has lived in 
Romulus about 12 years. He has 
directed the theater arts program 
at HFCC since 1985, overseeing 
more than 300 productions. The 
Tempest has been one of the 
most challenging, he said. 

“There are probably 50 people 


involved in the project because 
of the technology involved,” he 
said. “An animator works on a 
computer at home. Then we cap¬ 
ture the images for the stage. The 
virtual reality technology creates 
the objects and we can manipu¬ 
late them in real time with a joy 
stick,” he explained. 

“The images on stage have a 
lot of depth because they’re in 
3D. It’s fantasy, but it’s got a tele¬ 
presence,” he said. ‘There’s no 
way that traditional theater can 
compete with the type of effect 
we’re able to produce.” 

Popovich said HFCC is one of 
two universities nationwide 
using VR technology in stage pro- 
ductions (the other is the 


University of Kansas). He said he 
got the idea in 1992 when he saw 
The Lawnmower Man, a special- 
effects heavy movie about virtual 
reality. TWo years later he began 
researching ways to bring VR 
technology to the stage. 

He received three grants for 
The Tempest from the college 
Technology Investment Fund, 
totaling more than $130,0(X). 

He is also the director of the 
college Virtual Theatricality Lab 
(VTL). The program combines 
the technologies of stage, film, 
video and virtual components. 

Popovich said the 1950s sci-fi 
B-movie, The Forbidden Planet, 
was actually a retelling of The 
Tempest, only without the 


Shakespearean prose. His ver¬ 
sion of the play is similar to The 
Forbidden Planet, but using 
Shakespeare’s phraseology. 

The Tempest is actually an 
excellent choice for a play that 
uses Virtual Reality, because the 
story includes magic. In the first 
scene, the main character, 
Prospero, creates a storm with 
magic. 

The play, said to be one of 
Shakespeare’s more ambitious 
creations, involves many ele¬ 
ments—love, betrayal, a murder 
plot and struggle for a kingdom. 

Prospero claims he is the 
rightful Duke of Milan and that 
his younger brother, Antonio, 
betrayed him, seizing his title 


and property. 

Popovich doesn’t necessarily 
believe that VR will take over 
stage performances in the future, 
which would likely eliminate the 
need for set designers. 

“But it has a place in theatri¬ 
cal production,” he said. “And the 
price is minimal because you’re 
creating it on the computer”

Police arrest 2 suspects in fatal shooting of robbery victim 


Romulus police have arrested 
two suspects in connection with a 
fatal shooting last week at Nik’s 
Bar and Grill at Merriman and 
Ecorse roads. 

The victim, Cleophious 
Jerome Cooper, 27, of Detroit, 


suffered a fatal gunshot would to 
the chest around 2 am. March 12. 
Cooper was transported to 
Annapolis Hospital by family and 
friends and pronounced dead 
around 2;30 am. 

Police said robbery could be a 


possible motive for the shooting 
Early investigation suggests 
the victim may have had a neck¬ 
lace stolen by one of several sus¬ 
pects, according to police. They 
said the victim chased his killers 
into the bar parking lot, where he 


was shot 

Police are still looking for 
other individuals who may have 
been involved in the shooting 
Anyone with information

An 
anonymous source has posted a 
$5,000 reward for information 
leading to the arrest and convic¬

Marines standing around in 
shock The painting represents a 
balance between the human ele¬ 
ment and the rubble that 
remained,” he said. 

“After showing this painting in 
several art exhibits in the area, it 
remained in my studio for almost 
20 years,” Gear said. 

The embassy, which had not 
been rebuilt since the bombing 
in 1984, is currently under con¬ 


struction and should be complet¬ 
ed in the next year or two, 
according to Gear 

Upon completion of the new 
embassy in Beirut, Williams said 
Gear’s painting, titled “The 
Beirut Massacre,” will hang in 
the new structure. 

(Jear said Williams promised 
that he would also receive an 
invitation to the grand opening of 
new embassy. 

“I’m very happy about it I was 
proud that I was able to con¬ 
tribute a piece of artwork to rep¬ 
resent my country,” Gear said 
about the painting. 

Gear, who works as principal 
of Bates Academy, a public 
school in Detroit for gifted stu¬ 
dents, is also a U.S. Army 
reservist A Sgt 1st Class, (Jear is 
stationed at Selfridge Air 
National Guard base in Mt.

An active, 43-year resident of 
Belleville and former president 
of the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education died earlier 
this month of cancer 

Robert K. Archer, 81, died 
March 6 in Sarasota, Fla 

Among his survivors are his 
wife of 55 years, Elizabeth; a son, 
Jeffrey Archer, a history teacher 
at Belleville High School; his 
daughter, Lisa Archer Young, a 
lawyer, and three grandchildren. 

Mr. Archer was born in 
Croswell, a town in the Michigan 
thumb area He was educated at 
Eastern Michigan University, 
where he received his bachelor’s 
degree in education and was an 
active member of the Phi Sigma 
Epsilon fraternity. 

He also served in the U.S. 
Army Air Corps as a B-24 
Navigator during World War II. 
His daughter said his plane was 
shot down over Yugoslavia in 
1944 and Mr. Archer was tem¬ 
porarily missing in actioa All the 
men in his squadron survived to 
return home, she said. A stone at 
the Yankee Air Force Museum 
grounds in Ypsilanti memorial¬ 
izes Mr Archer and the members 
of his squadron. 

Mr. Archer and his wife, 
Elizabeth (Betty), married in 1947 


and moved to Belleville in 1960. 
He became a teacher at 
Dearborn High School while he 
attended the Detroit College of 
Law at night to earn his Juris 
Doctor degree. Young said. 

Mr. Archer was a founding 
partner of the law firm of Archer, 
Kenney, Wilson and Cohen in 
Dearborn and was recently hon¬ 
ored by the State of Michigan for 
completing 50 years of practice 
as a lawyer. He was also a past 
president of the Dearborn Bar 
Association. 

Mr Archer loved the Belleville 
community. Young said. He want¬ 
ed to preserve the small-town 
atmosphere of Belleville and 
talked up the area to everyone, 
she said. He convinced many 
people to live in the area, accord¬ 
ing to Young. 

“He would often say to people, 
‘Belleville is a great town. You 
should live there,”’ Young said. 

As the son of a farmer, Mr. 
Archer believed in the power of 
education to change a person’s 
life, Young said of her father He 
served as president of the Van 
Buren Board of Education in the 
1960s, she said. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the First United Methodist 
Church of Belleville. 

“He was always somebody 
who wanted to help, whether it 
be the schools or his church,” 
Young said. “He was always try-

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ing to improve the community in 
any way he could,” she added. 

A memorial service is planned 
for May in Ypsilanti. 

A tree will be planted in Mr. 
Archer’s memory on his favorite 
golf course.

CITY OF ROMULUS 

In accordance with P.A. 359 of 1941. as amended and Chapter 19, Article 3, of the 
Romulus Code of Ordinances it shall be the duty of all owners of lands on which 
noxious weeds arc found growing, to destroy the same before they reach a seed bear¬ 
ing stage and to prevent such weeds from becoming a detriment to public health. 

If any such owner, agent or occupant of such land shall refuse to destroy such nox¬ 
ious weeds or cause them to be destroyed it shall be the duty of the Noxious Weed 
Commissioner to enter upon such land and destroy such noxious weeds. 

Nothing in this notice shall apply to weeds in fields devoted to growing any small 
grain crop such as wheat, oats, barley or rye. 

All weeds not cut by May 1, 2003 will be cut by the City and the owner of the prop¬ 
erty will be charged with the cost. Subsequent violations will result in additional cut¬ 
tings and will be done as often as necessary when vegetation reaches 12 inches in 
height and/or seed bearing stage. 

Any expense incurred in such destruction shall be paid by the owner or owners of 
such land, and .the city shall have a lien against such Land for such expense. Any 
owner who shall refuse to destroy such noxious weeds shall also be subject to a fine 
of not more than $100.00 per cutting in the discretion of the court. 

All refuse and debris on the given owners property will be removed by the City at 
the owners’ expense.

Lead by example 

OflTicials in the Cily of Inkster would do well to take a page from the 
book recently adopted by members of the Wayne City Council. 

Acting on a recommendation from the Local Officer’s 
Compensation Committee (LOCO, Wayne City Council members 
recently voted to reduce their salaries for the upcoming year. 

The move to reduce their salary next year came bai'ely more than a 
month after the willingness of the council members - and the unani¬ 
mous vote - to completely forego their salaries for the remainder of 
this fiscal year That means until June 30. 

Both actions were spawned by budget cuts necessitated by reduced 
state-shared revenues, lower than expected interest income and a 
slii gnsh economy that saw inflation rise only 1.5 percent They were 
also made in anticipation of cuts that needed to be made elsewhere in 
the city, fix)m programs to personnel. 

Wayne City Council members will be paid $2,700 per year under 
the new plan and the mayor will receive $3,060. 

In Inkster, however, city council members continue to earn a rather 
large salary, considering that the city tops out at just more than 30,000 
residents, which is only about 10,000 more than in Wayne. Council 
members there make more than $7,000. Efforts to reduce that 
amount- sparked by councilman Earnest Hendricks - have received a 
rather lackluster response. 

Taking a cut in pay for a job that many market as community ser¬ 
vice would go a long way toward showing real leadership. It would 
send a message that, if any cuts need to be made in the forthcoming 
bleak budget year, the coimcil would feel them just as personally as 
the residents themselves. 

And if these cuts aren’t necessary, there are probably several elect¬ 
ed officials in communities throughout western Wayne County won¬ 
dering: what is the key to that? 

The right man for the joh 

When Police Clhief Emery Price retired from the Westland Police 
Department, there was a potential for a large loss in institutional 
knowledge. , 

Fortunately, the department had several people in place to take up 
where Price left off, and the department changed hands with scarcely 
a hiccup. 

That’s why it’s always a good decision for municipalities to promote 
from within rather than go out on extended large-scale searches. 
When a high-profile position like the chief of police opens up, it can 
attract people from all over the state, if not the counfry. New Chief 
Dan Pfannes saw it to a degree when he first interviewed with the 
department, more than 20 years ago - he said he beat out more than 
400 other applicants at a time when jobs were scarce. 

Pfannes is a good choice to follow in Price’s footsteps. With less 
than a week on the job full time, and coming into a difficult budget 
year, he seemed at ease with the newfound responsibilities, even if he 
hadn’t had a chance to organize his office yet 

And Lt Mark Stobbe is a good choice to succeed him. He proved as 
the head of the detective bureau that he could handle multiple tasks 
at once, even if his everyday duties made him - in his own words - one 
of the busiest people in Wayne County. Heading up the patrol division, 
the largest portion of the Westland department will not be any easier. 

Another reason it is more beneficial to promote fixjm within is the 
difficult-to-quantify boost in morale that it gives the entire department 
There’s a spirit of cooperation there fostered by the belief that if you 
invest your time, effort and ideas into the department the department 
will ultimately acknowledge that investment and your part in it 

It may be the policy of the city to promote fixim within, whenever 
possible, for just some of these reasons. 

Whatever the cause, the City of Westland got the best people for the 
job, and we wish them luck in their new endeavors.

Some tales as old as time 


They met in New York City. She was beautiful 
and smart, bom into a prominent Boston family. 
He, too, was the scion of a well-connected 
Massachusetts family. As the eldest son, he man¬ 
aged the family estate upon his father’s death. 

Louisa Dexter took a liking to Jonathon White. 
He was educated, confident and, well, sort of a 
swashbuckler. He spoke like a poet How could a 
woman not fall under the spell of his honeyed 
words? 

They married. She truly loved her silver- 
tongued orator, but she was no fool. Good thing, too, 
because he was in New York to invest his family’s 
money. He was persuasive enough to make the nec¬ 
essary deals, but he lacked the talent to make them 
work. Because of his failures, his family had to sell 
their 2(X)-year old estate. But there were too many 
creditors. Louisa refused to put her own modest 
inheritance at risk, so they did what many debt-rid¬ 
den people did. They ran away. To Michigan, the 
land of swamps, mosquito swarms, and cheap land. 
He was 25. She was 24 It was 1831. 

Louisa Dexter White was a fairly typical 
Michigan pioneer. Some women came seeking 
adventure. Most, though, followed husbands and 
families. Like most, she was strong enough to do 
what needed to be done to make a rough, diity, pre¬ 
viously uninhabited area not only livable, but alive. 

Pioneer life made many women strong With her 
inner strength, Louisa hit the ground running. 
Before she gave Jonathon a dime, she approved his 


deal to buy a section of land 
where a sawmill was to be built 
To ensure the mill’s completion, 
she paid out money only when 
work was done. She could not own the land out¬ 
right, but her name was on the deed alongside 
Jonathon’s. Even so, everyone in town knew who 
the real owner was. 

Life was not easy They were pioneers, after all. 
She cut trees, split boards and lifted log after log as 
she helped build their log house. The sawmill later 
provided boards for them to make a proper house, 
big enough so the other seven members of 
Jonathon’s family could move in with them after 
they sold the Massachusetts farm. 

Making life more difficult for women were the 
times when the men were mustered for the 
Blackhawk and Toledo wars. The women woriced 
the farms and businesses. They had to be strong 
enough to command the respect of potential law¬ 
breakers in a territory where law enforcement offi¬ 
cers were scarce. 

Louisa was handy with a rifle. Mostly, she used it 
when the wolf packs came close and she could add 
to the family coffers with the wolf bounty money. 
Indians gave Louisa no trouble. There were no per¬ 
manent or summer settlements within miles of the 
White’s propeity, which bordered a major North- 
South trail. Once their property was cleared, how-

Belleville gardener looks 
to improve city environment

Michele Gibson Pierson is in a 
growth industry.. .literally. 

The Master Gardener is the 
official city gardener in 
Belleville, and is responsible for 
all the plantings, flowers and gar¬ 
dens the city maintains. 

Pierson, a 14-year resident of 
Van Buren Tbwnship, has been a 
master gardener since 1994 and 
has worked for the City of 
Belleville since 1999. She said 
when people come to Belleville 
she doesn’t want people to have 
to look for city hall. They should 
know it by the flowers and fra¬ 
grance. When drivers are in traf¬ 
fic at the Five Points intersection 
they should have something to 
look at, she said. When the police 
come back to the station from a 
difficult run she wants them to 
return to a beautiful place. 

‘T want city hall to be a vision 
of beauty. I want it to be fi'agrant, 
beautiful and eye-catching,” 
Pierson said. After losing her 
brother last year shortly after 
Belleville Pride Day in May, she 
planted a flowerbed in Victory 


Park North in his memory, using 
orange marigolds and blue 
salvias for the colors of his 
favorite football team, the 
Denver Broncos. 

Pierson said she plans to reno¬ 
vate and redesign five of the most 
prominent city gardens this sea¬ 
son, including both north and 
south Victory parks, the Five 
Points Flagpole, the Fourth and 
Liberty parking lot beds and the 
gardens at city hall. Upcoming 
building renovations to city hall 
will necessitate the renovation of 
the gardens. Pierson has also 
started many plants from seed 
this year that will eventually find 
homes in the renovated gardens. 
She said she is always looking for 
ways to save the city money when 
planning the landscapes. 
Pierson, who also heads the 
Belleville Area Garden Club, 
spearheaded the city effort for 
recognition in the America in 
Bloom (AIB) program last year. 
Belleville was recognized for 
involving the community and 
local businesses in beautifying 


the downtown area The Angel of 
Hope statue, an ongoing memori¬ 
al for deceased children located 
at Hillside Cemetery, was also 
recognized for the creativity of 
the garden planted around it. 

The AIB program annually 
recognizes communities for 
beautification efforts and offers 
advice and suggestions for 
improvement to each community. 
Belleville participated in the cat- 
^ory for communities populated 
by 10,000 residents or less. 

F*ierson said she learned fit)m 
the AIB judges who visited the 


city that flowers signal how resi¬ 
dents feel about their community. 
She said many communities 
invest in flowers and landscaping 
but don’t take care of them. 

“It’s not just about flowers, it’s 
about the community,” she said. 

The city prepared for the AIB 
judges’ visit, according to 
Pierson. Many downtown busi¬ 
nesses prepared their land¬ 
scapes diligently and it brought 
the members of the community 
together, she said. 

A dream of Pierson’s is to 
establish a program where peo¬ 


ple sentenced to community ser¬ 
vice in the court system would 
work in a city-owned greenhouse 
where vegetables and flowers are 
grown. She said she’d like to 
model it after a similar program 
established in Westland called 
the Community Service 
Greenhouse and Gardens. The 
flowers grown in Westland are 
planted in front of municipal 
buildings and city-owned proper¬ 
ties and the vegetables are donat¬ 
ed to local shelters. Pierson said 
a program like this would benefit 
Belleville.

Small car, big win 

Wayne man takes 1st place 



Wayne resident Bobby 
Jackson realized a dream last 
week when he beat a former Indy 
car racer Mel Kenyon - and 10 
other drivers - to earn a first 
place prize at a midget car race 
at the Michigan State 
Fairgrounds. 

Jackson. 35, and 6’ 3” tall, said 
he tends to draw a few second 
glances from other racers as he 
climbs into the midget racers - 
they're about three-quarters the 
size of traditional sprint cars, but 
with engines that throw out as 
much as 350 horsepower they 
accelerate just as fast or faster 
than Indy 500 race cars. 

Last weekend, he found him¬ 
self squaring off against Kenyon 
at the indoor track in the cohse- 
um at the fairgrounds. Jackson, a 
race enthusiast all his life and a 
racer for most of iL said the small 
cars were about the most exciting 
thing to drive. 

‘ Jackson has had his own midget 
racer in the past but this one was 
owned by Dave Fbrman, and spon¬ 
sored by Tbtal Mortgage of Livonia 
and Keller-Wilhams Realty. 

He said his lap times translat¬ 
ed into an average speed of about 
62 miles an hour, which is fairly 


breathtaking when you’re racing 
around a track about the size of a 
hockey rink 

‘People think ‘What’s the big 
deal? That’s the speed hmiL”’ he 
said. “But if you put that into a 
small arena and add 10 other 
people, it’s a whole new game.” 

Fhte played into his hands in 
the final heat of the race, he said. 
He and the other 11 drivers 
showed up Friday for. practice 
runs. The initial heats changed 
the feel of the track, he said. 
Race tracks are constantly chang¬ 
ing, which means the drivers 
have to continually adapt to road 
conditions. At the coliseum, the 
rubber the drivers left on the 
track changed the turning condi¬ 
tions. Jackson said as the race 
went on, his car didn’t handle as 
well and he was forced to slow 
down more going into the curves. 

“Everyone else started going 
faster because they were han¬ 
dling better,” he said. 

Just before the final race, 
though, a car in a different heat 
blew an engine and oiled down 
the entire track It was cleaned 
up before the midget race, but 
the added slickness was all 
Jackson needed 


“It played right into my 
hands,” he said. “We were very 
fortunate.” 

Jackson said he’s been inter¬ 
ested in racing since he was a 
kid. His father often used to take 
the family to Michigan 
International Speedway, and the 
constant exposure sparked his 
interest When he was able to, he 
raced go-carts at Willis Speedway 
in Flat Rock 

Competing with the big name 
professionals is a bit out of reach, 
for now, he said. 

“I never had the money to 
compete with any of those guys,” 
he said. “Their engines cost 
$30,000. My truck doesn’t even 


cost that much.” 

The competition is an intense 
as the acceleration, he said 
“People don’t reaUze the type 
of force the driving exerts on 
you,” he said. “The concentration 
level is enormous. That’s what 
makes a great ace car driver” 

He said he hopes to join up 
with a new racing series, the 
Automotive Racing Champion¬ 
ship of America (ARCA) series 
that will take place throughout 
Michigan at places like Auto City 
in Flint or the Spartan Speedway 
in Lansing. He’ll be in 11 more 
races this year, two of which will 
take place at the Michigan State 
Fhir.
